L'his kind of discontent, however, from the 
absence of any speciiic antagonist, more 
generally takes the form of a grievance; and 
though a quarrel or two may arise from it by 
good management, the more ordinary result 
is to produce one of those unfortunate

sons who pass their lives in demonstrating, 
by the help of blue books and State papers, 
that the next session of Parliament should 
bo entirely devoted to the consideration and 
redress of their wrongs.—[London Saturday 
l\eview.

lent intent" clause. Sugar p»js duty not 
by Tfthu but by gwle, Dutch standard, to 
many cento a pound. A sugar importer 
would not be obliged to pay mora duty if 
his valuation of a cargo was ten times the 
real value. There is therefore no loss to 
the government if he undervalues, no gain 


If he overvalues; in other word?, "fraudulent 
Intent" in an invoice of raw sugar Is im- 
possible. 


A merchant seventy five years of nge.with 


an untarnished name, imported a cargo of 
lugar. He swore to the correctness of the 
invoice as usual, the custom house (uthori- 
ties graded the goods, the duties were paid, 
and the sugar delivered and sold. Some 
time olterward a detective took up the case, 
obtained samples of the sugar, and brought 
a suit for under-valuation. The case was 
tried, and in spite of couflicting evidence 
the judge and jury found that the merchan- 
dise was under-valued. The fine imposed 
was the value of the whole cargo, upward of 
$50,000. The verdict was absurd, inasmuch 
as 
there 
had 
been 
no 
fraud 


whatever, 
oven 
if 
the 
invoice 


was incorrect. Tlio old merchant refused 
to pay* whereupon he wns arrested in his 
bed ono night mid token to the prison, 
where he was not allowed to communicate 
with a friend until ho had paid ten dollars 
for the privilege. Tho officers at Washing- 
ton would not remit the penalty, and tho 
amount was beyond the means of tho Mer- 
chant. But the spy was utter the "swag," 
and he, after first ascertaining how much 
the unfortunate man could pay, procured a 
compromise for $10,000, which was paid to 
release from prison a man who had done no 
wrong, Were there but this one case on 
record, it ought to secure tho repeal of the 
law that permits it. 


Qeberal Butler, with his usual adroitness, 


has recognized the public sentiment on this 
question, and has drawn up a bill which 
evidently has a double purpose,— first, to 
get credit with tho people us endeavoring to 
meet their wishes, and second, to fix the 
bill to suit himself find his clients. Tho bill 
only half reforms the abuse, leaving many 
disreputable features of it untouched. The 
title is "to abolish moieties for public offi- 
cers." This is not n false title, though it 
gives a false impression, for a "moiety" is 
one-half, and this bill gives only one-quarter 
of forfeitures to informers who are no.t 
"public officers," taking away the shares of 
customs officers. 
The eighth section 
pro- 


vides thnt "all fines, penalties and forfeit- 
ures" for violations of the customs laws 
"shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States, except such portion as may 
be paid to informers under existing Jaws, 
andno portion thereof shall be paid or dis- 
tributed to .iny officer of the United States." 


The law of 18(17 requires that all proceeds 


shall be pnid into the Treasury, and then 
the shares are paid out again. Whether 
General Butler's language would supersede 
this law, or whether it is designed to restore 
the system which did not preserve in the 
record the statement of persons .to whom 
shares were paid, does not appear;hut thnt 
matter will bear looking into. The ninth 
section, however, is directly designed to 
establish a new abuse. 
It takes away even

the case is to be reported to the district at- 
torney, who is to cause an investigation to

' er. But passing over tut-so indications of 
skill in the use of language to defeat an hon- 
est purpose, the points mentioned and tho 
fact that no section provides for a repeal of 
the law authorizing tho seizure of books and 
papers, will be sufficient to cast suspicion on 
the bill. There is great unanimity of senti- 
ment against the law as it now stands, and 
no substitute for it can be acceptable which 
does not strike the abuse at the root.
